six cases which occurred. Four families were affected. 
They were immediately placed in quarantine, and as a 
further precaution the board closed the school at _ the 
South village for a period of four weeks, as the cases were 
all in that district. This with some routine work by in- 
dividual members of the board, comprises the work done 
during the year. 3
